_ The question how the average weekly earn- 
ings of a man who had been employed by the 
Irish Sugar Company at Carlow should be 
estimated arose in an appeal by Comlucht 
Siuicre Eireann Teo (Irish Sugar Co.) from 
an order of the Circuit Judge at Carlow 
holding £1 15s. 5d. to be the average weekly 
wages of Thomas Kelly, Bestfield, Carlow, a 
workman who had been employed at the 
company’s Carlow factory, and who had been 
injured there on April 22 last, and awarding 
compensation at the rate of #1 6s. 7d. per 
week. 

It appeared that Kelly had been pulling a 
truck at the company’s factory at Strawhill, 
Carlow, when his rignt hand was caught 
between the side of the truck and the wall 
of the boiler house and his hand was injured. 
The company had admitted that he was 
entitled to compensation under the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act on the basis of 
total incapacity. 

Kelly, it appeared, had worked in the 
factory during the beet campaign, and in the 
campaign from November, 1939, he had 
worked for about three months at a weekly 
wage of £2 16s. Then he had been out of 
work until April 22 last, when he was taken 
on at the factory again at the same rate of 
wages. He had worked for the County 
Council for two weeks for which he had re- 
ceived five guineas remuneration. The Circuit 
Judge said that he thought that the proper 
basis on which to compute the man’s earn- 
ings was to take the actual earnings for the 
weeks during which he had been working and 
to add the potential earnings for the rest of 
the year at 27s. a week and allow compen- 
sation on that basis. 

The appeal was taken on the _ grounds, 
among others, that the Circuit Judge had 
been wrong in the manner in which he com- 
puted the average weekly earnings. 

Tt was submitted -n behalf of the com- 
pany that, as the work on which Kelly had 
been employed at the factory was only 
seasonal employment, lasting three months, 
the earnings for the nine months preceding 
the accident should be calculated as none, 
thus reducing the average; and for the work- 
Man it was submitted that as he was an agri- 
cultural labourer the Circuit Judge was right 
in giving him three months at £2 16s. per 
week and the othe: nine months at 27s. per 
week, which was the rate fixed by the Agri- 
cultural Wages Board for agricultural workers 
in County Carlow. . 

The arguments had not concluded when the 
Court adjourned till to-day.

LBERT D. PELAN, an elderly man, 

A stated to have been an estate agent 

and builder in Belfast, appeared for 

trial, charged with obtaining 50 from 

Janeta. Beauchamp by false pretences, and 
with intent to defraud. . 

Mr. J. A. McCarthy, who, with Mr. Michael 
O'Callaghan (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), prosecuted, said that Pelan had 

retended that he was free to marry Miss 

eauchamp; that he was a person of means 
and property, and that he had arranged to 
buy a farm, and was in a position to make 
her future life one of ease and comfort. 

Mr. McCarthy said that Pelan’s wife was 
still alive, having been married to him on 
September 9th, 1898. Miss Beauchamp, he 
said, was a spinster, having lived all her life 
at Spring Hill, Ballycumbar, Tullamore. 
Evidence would be given that the accused 
man induced ‘‘ that trusting and confiding 
lady, lonely in hfe in her early forties, to 
sell a farm of about 72 acres with the inten- 
tion of marrying him.” From the moment 
on 14th July last year that Pelan threw his 
first line by way of a matrimonial advertise- 
ment, he baited that line with lies and 
flatteries, and played this poor creature in 
and out and up and down until he landed 
£250 to his own credit in the Bank of Ireland. 
Mr. McCarthy referred to a letter dated 14th 
October, 1939, which, he said, was headed: 
‘* Pelan’s Estates,’’ ‘‘ Established in business, 
1895 ’’; motto: ‘‘ Be just and fear not.” The 
address was York Chambers, Holywood View 
terrace, Shore road, Belfast. The letter, 
which was addressed to Miss Beauchamp, 
said: ‘‘I am vexed that you would rather 
stop where you are and build a new house. 
Now I want you to understand I would not 
live here if I got all Tipperary as a gift. If 
you really mean this Í am sorry I cannot 
make any appointments to meet you in 
Dublin. So please let me know your mind 
whether you wish to lose me or live there.”’ 
Another passage read: ‘‘ Il am glad you gave 
me some particulars about yourself, as I have 
never seen you. I see your weight is about 
10st. and your height about 5ft. 7ins. Now 


I forget your age, would you _ kindly 
let me know, and if anything 1 have 
said is hurtful I don’t want this to 
be so, as I am looked upon as a 


very affectionate man by those who know me. 


WEALTHY WOMEN 


Another passage read: ‘‘God bless you, my 
dear girl, it seems the only comfort you have is 
your dogs. If you were in my life you would 
be in your car. I wish you to know that I 
have refused five wealthy women, and it was 
by your homely letters that I am writing to 

ou 


After continued correspondence, said Mr. 
McCarthy, the pair met at Amiens street 
Station, where they had tea. Pelan told her 
he was a man of property in Belfast and 
England, and that after she had sold her 
farm he would buy one in or near Dublin and 
that they would get married. Pelan came to 
Ballycumber and inspected the place, and on 
returning to Belfast wrote her a letter, in 
which he said: ‘‘ Il love you dearer than any 
person in the world; you are very wise to 
give me your love as you did.” 

Mr. McCarthy said that the lady put her 
farm up for sale on 17th January and it was 
sold for £810. 

On the 20th May Pelan sent a letter, headed 
“St. Ann’s, 12 Harrington street, Dublin,” 


tin which the following occurred: ‘'On the 


strength of my love, affection and promise to 
marry you, you put up your farm and sold 
it after w2 had come tu understand and see 
each other.. On your promise of love and affec- 
tion for me I took this beautiful furnished 
house at above at £1 5. weekly from Mr. 
Thomas P. Robinson, solicitor, Ulster Bank 
Chambers, O'Connell street, Dublin.’’ Also: 
“I started attending the High Church to 
make myself known te the minister, as it 
takes three weeks to be known before 
marriage.” He also statxd that he was 
having erected sixteen semi-detached villas 
outside Belfast and that he had an architect 
supervising the building—Anthony F. Lucy, 
M.R.I.A.I., 13 Lomhard street, Belfast. 
Between the 20th and 23rd May Pelan went 
to Chapelizod and rented a room for himself 
and his wife from a Mr. Moran, Annamoe 
House. Pelan then got a Mr. Dixon, of 
Chapelizod, to give him the grazing for a 
cow, a calf and a pony. After the stock had 
been sent to Dublin he wrote: ‘‘ Now the 
cow and pony are alright. I milk the cow 
and give the calf its milk . . . . this 
beautiful place up on the hill has a beautiful 
view of the country; no houses in front, 
electric cooker, nice fireplace. . have 
to go home to milk now.” He signed: the 
letter ‘‘ Your loving husband-to-be, Albert.” 


A DEPOSIT RECEIPT 


On July 8th, said Mr. McCarthy, she came 
to Dublin with a deposit receipt after having 
sold the farm. She presented that receipt at 
a city bank. Pelan drew £250 out of that 
receipt and lodged £200 with another city 
bank. Later he drew £190. The transaction 
had been reported to the detectives, but 
Pelan did not know that he was being 
followed by Detective-Sergeant Lynch and 
Detective-Officer Cryan. 

Charles McMahon, Ballybay, gave evidence 
that the prisoner was married to his 
(witness’s) sister in Cootehill Methodist 
Church in 1898. The prisoner’s wife was still 
alive. He had not seen the prisoner for 
fourteen or fifteen years before the case 
began. 

aneta Beauchamp stated that she was 
living alone at the time she saw the 
advertisement. She had written, and had 
received a number of letters, including photo- 
graphs of Pelan with a motor car, in an 
armchair, and ploughing. She recognised him 
at Amiens street station from the photo- 
graphs Pelan told her that he had retired 
from business, and had property in Belfast, 
and that they would have a good time when 
married. They would not have to work, he 
said. 

She sold her farm and came to Dublin with 
Pelan. She handed in her £250 deposit 
receipt, which, when cashed, Pelan took and 

ut in his pocket. Later they went to the 

ank of Ireland, where Pelan deposited some 
of the money, as, he said, he did not want 
to carry anyone’s money about. She got £5 
from him. She drew the £250 on Pelan’s 
suggestion to pay a deposit on a farm. She 


would not have parted with her money if she 


had known that he was married. 

Thomas Moran, Annamoe House, Chapelizod, 
said than on June 8th the lady in the 
case came to his house in a lorry containin 


' some furniture, dogs and geese, and aske 


where her cow and calf were. At that time 
Pelan said that he was going to buy a farm 
the next day. 


SALE OF CALF 


James Dixon, Chapelizod, said that when 
Pelan tried to sell a calf to an employé of 
his, he stopped the sale, as the calf was 
worth more than the price asked for it. 
When Miss Beauchamp called at his house 
she was very distressed. On another occasion 
he saw her in a state of collapse, and after 
she had been given some food he drove her 
to town in his car. They met Pelan in a 
house in North Great George’s street, where 
he asked to have a conversation with Miss 
Beauchamp, following which Pelan said to 
witness: “I will jump at you.” Later 
witness went to the detective station. 

During the hearing Pelan complained of 
his heart. Once he said: ‘‘ My heart is so 
bad that I am umfit to plead, because I’ll be 
dead shortly.” Pelan was given a seat 
beside Counsel, and was stopped several 
times by the judge during his cross-examina- 
tion. | Five, .

Free State or Eire (had those States then 
existed) under the law in force before the 
passing of the Finance Act, 1894. 

The petition was brought on behalf of 
Reginald H. Penley, solicitor, Dursley, 
Gloucestershire, and Wilfrid M. Browne, 
Went House, Uley, Gloucestershire, con- 
cerning property passing on the death of Rose 
T. Stoughton, widow of Thomas Anthony 
Stoughton, late of Owlpen, Gloucestershire, 
who died on 2nd December, 1885, and of 
whose will they are trustees. 


CORK AND KERRY LANDS 


It was stated in the petition that Thomas 
A. Stoughton, by his will of November 6, 
1868, bequeathed all his real estate, including 
freehold !ands in Cork and Kerry in trust 
for his wife for life, and after her death to 
his brother, Charles W. a for life, 
and then in succession to Charles’s sons 
Between testator’s death in 1885, and that of 
his widow, Rose T. Stoughton, in June, 1924 


been sold under the provisions of the Vand 
Purchase Act, and the proceeds, amounting 
to £60,051 odd, had been invested in 
England in real ‘estate and securities. 

The Estate Duty Office in Dublin claimed 
th@t the property outside Eire representing 
the saies of the lands was liable to estate 
duty here as property passing on the death 
of Mrs. Stoughton, and assessed duty at 
£631 odd (after giving credit for £2,941 odd 
allowance for British duty), whereas if that 
property had been omitted the amount of 
duty payable on property in Eire would have

QUESTION AT ISSUE 


Opening the case, Mr. FitzGibbon said that 
the question was whether the property, now 
situated in England and held under the trust 
of an English will, was liable to succession 
duty in Ireland. There was no question of 
its being liable to legacy duty in Ireland. 
The question had arisen because the testator 
was domiciled in England. 

There would be, he submitted, liability to 
succession duty in respect of property situated 
abroad if the forum for enforcing and 
administering the trust under which the 
interest arose was the forum of the taxing 
jurisdiction. The forum in the present case 
was the English Courts. Since the establish- 
‘ment of the Free State, now Eire, and the 
consequent separation of the former United 
Kingdom into two separate taxing jurisdic- 
tions, each operating upon the-same series of 
taxing statutes, those questions had to be 
decided upon the assumption that Ireland was 
always a separate taxing entity from England, 
and that the Finance Acts, which imposed 
the liability to tax, were statutes based upon 
a separate Irish legislature. 

In other words, the two countries were 
entirely separate and distinct, each adminis- 
tering its own separate code.

The Rumanian Mystery 


Some doubt continues to exercise the 
‘minds of the military and political experts 
concerning the arrival of German troops 
in Rumania. According to an official 
statement, a German Military Mission, 
headed by Generals Hansen and Spiedel, 
arrived in Bucharest on Saturday, and 
was received with enthusiasm by the 
peasants of Transylvania, through whose 
territory the Germans passed. The 
German newspapers explain. that the 
Mission has been sent to Rumania in 
order to give the inhabitants a feeling of 
security, and that it is symbolic of the 
German guarantee which was given to the 
Gigurtu Government. Opinions differ 
regarding the number of troops that has 
accompanied the Mission; but the 
presence of two general officers suggests 
that fairly substantial forces are engaged. 
Reports from Yugoslavia declare that 
large quantities of war material of all 
kinds have been passing down the Danube 
recently on big river barges, presumably 
from Bratislava; and that they have been 
despatched not only to Rumania, but also 
to Bulgaria. It also is announced that 
a German Naval Mission is about to 
establish a naval base near the port of 
Constanza, on the Black Sea. Italian 
officers, it seems, already are preparing a 
seaplane base at Mamaia. Of course, 
all reports from the Balkans are 
open to a certain amount of sus- 
picion. One of them, for instance, 
says that ““ Japanese sources report that 
neutral observers in Berlin believe. . .,”’ 
and it is almost impossible to obtain 
direct and trustworthy information. There 
no longer can be any doubt of the fact 
that German troops and materials of war 
have been sent to Rumania. The ques- 
tion is: What do the German authorities 
propose to do with them? This question 
assumes added importance since the 
Germans have decided to set up a naval. 
base on the Black Sea. According to one 


| school of thought, Herr Hitler intends to 


start an offensive towards the south-east 
as part of a general campaign against 
British interests in the Mediterranean. 
According to another, his idea is to pre- 
pare for an attack on Soviet Russia. In 
either case, Turkey would be one of his 
immediate objectives, and, since there is 
close intimacy between Ankara and Moscow, 
an interesting situation is beginning to 
develop. 

Russia’s continued refusal to declare 
her intentions must be causing some 
embarrassment in Berlin. Since the 
Soviets seized Bessarabia and part of the 
Bukovina the Kremlin has maintained a 
sphinx-like silence; but many well- 
informed observers take the view that 
Comrade Stalin has his eye on the 
Rumanian oil wells, and that he is only 
waiting for a favourable opportunity to 
“protect” them. Ostensibly, relations 
between Germany and Russia continue to 


mission. from the German Foreign Office 
is in Moscow at present, and Graf von 
Schulenburg, the German Ambassador in 
the Russian capital, has been flying to 
and from Berlin during recent weeks. 
There has been a strange tendency of late 
towards an improvement — however 
artificial—in Anglo-Russian relations, as 
well as in those between the Soviets and 
the United States; and it is quite likely

| German offers to Russia—a naval base in 
the Dardanelles, for instance—but all such 
stories must be taken with the customary 
grain of salt. The truth is that both 
Germany and Russia know how to keep 
their secrets, and most of the current 
“information ”' is worthless. All that is 
certain is that both countries are playing 
their own games. The understanding 
between them is purely a matter of ex- 
pediency, without any solid basis in 
mutual interests. The most powerful bond 
of union” between them is their common 
hostility to the British Empire, and, to 
a less extent, to the United States. In 
the words of a German writer, there are 
ideological differences between Germany 
and Russia; but Russia’s differences with 
the plutocracies are greater. The National- 
Socialist and the Bolshevist systems share 
a bitter. hatred of what is known as 
‘‘capitalism.’’ For most practical pur- 
poses, Great Britain and the United States 
are the only remaining nations that com- 
bine political democracy with economic 
capitalism ; and however much Nazis and 
Bolsheviks may differ on other matters, 
they have at least one aim in common.

Planned Employment 


Certain abiding results of aerial bom- 
bardment, as it is destined to affect civic 
design and organisation, may be antici- 
pated. .If the modern city no longer is to 
furnish an attractive target to the overhead 
marauder, civic authorities and their town- 
planning advisers will have to choose 
between the alternatives of a return to 
troglodytic habits and a bold policy of 
distributing industries, trading resorts and 
dwelling-places over wide areas of suburban 
and rural countrysides. In that inevitable 
choicé between what may be described as 
‘vertical’? or ‘‘horizontal’’ solutions of 
problems that have forced themselves on 
the attention, even of the most shortsighted 
observers, there lies the major factor in 
future civic design. Cities are destined to 
spread themselves either downwards or 
outwards. Evacuation of crowded areas— 
now costly and highly inconvenient 
expedient—must give place to the pre- 
paration and execution of plans designed 
alike to meet belligerent eventualities and 
to safeguard the health of citizens against 
the many recognised peace-time evils of 
overcrowding. In other words, the modern 
tendency to decentralise urban industries 
and dormitories must be accelerated as the 
only apparent alternative to providing 
our cities with what have been aptly 
described as ‘‘underground skyscrapers.’’ 
Thus, as we visualise possibilities and 
probabilities, imperative military needs 
add new and irresistible force to the pleas 
of civic reformers, who see the remedy 
for needless congestion in far-reaching out- 
ward movements of city populations and 
activities. Such a policy, we may be per- 
mitted to observe, has been advocated for 
years by this newspaper for reasons that 
have nothing whatever to do with military 
affairs. 

Why, it may be asked, should such 
apparently remote contingencies and ueeds 
be discussed at the present critical 
moment? Will it not be quite time 
enough to grapple with such problems 
when hours of threatened emergency shall 
have passed? To such _ questionings 
there are quite convincing and practical 


answers, some of which are pre- 
sented in the Relief Works Bill, now 
on its way through Dail Éireann. 


Designed primarily, as its title suggests, 
to meet intervals of widespread unemploy- 
the bill's happily 
contemplate relief operations far different 
from the kind of stop-gap expedients that 
hitherto have been characteristic of such 
efforts. A careful examination of these 
provisions, and of Mr..P. J. Ruttledge’s 
explanatory statements, suggests that the 
Government’s essential purpose is to use 
coming emergencies as opportunities to 
give new driving force, and immediately 
practical effect, to many of the most 
valuable provisions of the Town and 
Regional Planning Acts. These provisions, 
we may remark, have produced sadly few 
and limited results since they were 
enacted. Viewed from its regional 
planning aspect—and, so far as may be 
possible, apart from its merits as means 
merely to provide employment—the bill 
demands careful examination. Is there 
any assurance, or any reasonable hope, 
that its planning provisions will be inter- 
preted and applied in such a way as to 
provide for gradual and effective processes 
of ‘‘evacuating’’ the inhabitants of 
Dublin’s congested tenement and slum 
areas? In the light of the comparative 
casualty returns from London’s block- 
tenement areas, and from its suburban 
housing estates, do the Minister for Local 
Government and his advisers regret the 
recent decisions to approve schemes for 
extravagantly costly piles of three and 
four-storey tenement rooms? In the course 
of his explanatory statement, the Minister 
indicated his Department’s praiseworthy 
desire to check ‘‘ribbon’’ building by 
insisting on the provision of new “ link ”’ 
roads to give cross-country access to 
Dublin’s radial traffic highways. Now it 
becomes necessary to inquire whether such 
“links” have been designed as part of. 
the framework of a general civic plan con- 
ceived in the light of recent experience 
elsewhere. While British and other cities 
—taught by bitter and costly experience— 
seek health and security in far-flung 
redistributions of their citizens’ homes and 
workshops, are Kire’s cities and towns to 
conform to discredited patterns of a 
passing age? 

One particular group of the bill’s pro- 
visions, as they bear on the planning and 
development of Dublin’s metropolitan area, 
seems to call for satisfactory explanation 
or amendment. These provisions vest the 
‘Minister with new and drastic powers not 
alone to control the planning and executive 
powers of the Corporation and other local 
authorities, but to enable the Department’s

“reserved services” provisions of the 
Town and Regional Planning Acts. On 
some such body of planning experts the 
presence of a Minister’s nominee, by 
establishing direct contact between the 
Department of Local Government, the City 
and County Managers, and the local 
authorities concerned, would ensure a wide 
outlook, together with the’ avoidance of 
the serious delays that are inseparable 
from formal and tardy exchanges of 
elaborated official plans and proposals. 
Whether by such, or ‘other, means it may 
be possible to secure a generous outlook 
and a correspondingly practical series of 
plans, one thing has become abundantly 
clear. Dublin soon must decide whether 
the city is to go “ down ’’—or out!

Tom Mix 


Romantically there is greater public 
attachment to motion picture artists than 
there is to statesmen, men of science, poets 
or painters. Every one of us, like Ko-ko in 
“The Mikado,” may have “a little list ” 
of persons about whose disappearance we 
would read with unalloyed delight; but 
there are very, very few public men whose 
passing would create a widespread sense 
of personal loss, nv matter how much they 
would be missed in their political or social 
capagities. It is different with cinema 
celebrities. When they die there is genuine 
grief among millions of people who knew 
them only as figures on the screen. 
Perhaps, the most remarkable examplo 
was that of Rudolph Valentino, the 
‘“sheik’’ of pre-talking picture days. 
His death was an international event. 
Women cried as though he had been their 
own lover. Even strong men wept. Every 
picture-house manager who could lay his 
hands on an old Valentino film substituted 
it for the one he was showing as soon as 
the news of the ‘‘sheik’s’’ death reached 
Europe. Theatrical and musical hall 
favourites might have been just as popular 
as screen “ stars” are to-day if it had 
been possible to show them to a thousand 
different audiences simultaneously. Ginger 
Rogers and Fred Astaire may be delighting 
their admirers in Singapore, Bombay, 
Cape Town, Dodge City, Birmingham and 
Bray—and as many other places as could 
be written in half-an-hour—and four times 
daily in every cinema, whereas the artist 
who made a personal appearance was 
restricted to a circuit and ta the limited 
number of persons that could be crowded 
into a solitary theatre at the one time. 
The cinema has started to pay something 
of its debt to the ‘‘troupers’’ of the past 
by making such films as ‘‘ Lillian Russell ”’ 
and “ The Story of Mr. and Mrs. Vernon 
Castle.” In course of time cinema 
audiences may be instructed in the fact 
that there were such actors and actresses 
as F. R. Benson, Henry Irving, Forbes 
Robertson, Ellen Terry, Ada Rehan and 
Mary Anderson. At the moment it is with 
the performers upon the screen itself that 
those audiences are concerned. They are 
more real than the shortage of coal or the 
price of eggs. Consequently, the death of 
Tom Mix, the cowboy film actor, will 
take the enthusiasts’ thoughts for a while 
away from the war and its tragedies. 
They will be shocked to learn that he was 
a man of sixty years of age; but he was 
a man, a real man, and a real cowboy. 
He could ride a horse almost as soon as 
he could walk. He had an Indian grand- 
father. He had fought in a number of 
wars and revolutions, and he had been 
close to death on several occasions. He 
was killed in a car crash, and the clothes 
in which he died appropriately were his 
full cowboy regalia. | 


ORGAN RECITAL AT 
BLACKROCK 


If all organists exercised the same good 
musical taste and showed as much apprecia- 
tion of the musical wishes of concert-goers 
as did Mr. F. C. J. Swanton, F.R.C.O., in 
his organ recital at St. Andrew’s Presby- 
terian Church, Mount Merrion avenue, last 
night, much of the instinctive antipathy of the 
public towards that instrument would dis- 
appear. In a programme that was as com- 
prehensive as it was lengthy he submitted a 
choice that was not only truly representative 
of the best of the classics, but was full of 
life and colour. Never at a single moment 
could the sharpest critic complain of dullness 
or boredom. In the opening Concerto No. ó 
in G minor (Handel-Dupré) the recitalist 
brought out in delightful fashion the beauties 
of the old German master as they have been 
so strikingly set for the organ by the 
latter-day Neach master. Mr. Swanton’s 
stopping was immensely effective. The 
beautiful delicacy of the lighter stops was 
admirably brought out in the player's treat- 
ment of Bach’s beautiful chorale, ‘‘ Jesu, Joy 
of man’s desiring.’’ A lovely singing tone 
was the outstanding feature of his playing 
of the exquisite Andante Cantabile from 
Opus II of Tschaitkowsky. A Mendelssohn 
canzonetta tripped a light and airy measure 
as an introduction to the impressive Prelude 
and Fugue in D major of Bach. This was 
the most striking work in the programme, 
played with a great understanding and 
sense of climax. More than anything 
it brought out the wonderful qualities of the 
Benson organ—an instrument, by the way, 
designed by that fine organist, the late Mr. 
Henry Love. 

A couple of pieces from Dupre’s. Suite 
Bretonne were interesting for their rather 
impressionistic touches. Acceptable and in 
light mood also were the Pastorale from 
Vierne’s First Symphony and the vigorous 
Toccata from Rheinberger’s Sonata No. 14. 

Mr.. Swanton’s genius and thorough mas- 
tery of his instrument was proved to demon- 
stration in his clever improvisation of a 
theme set him by a member of the Leinster 
Society of Organists in the audience. 

Such enjoyable recitals as last night’s will 
create big and clamant audiences for this 
form of entertainment.

159 great clean-up of London com- 
menced this morning, when five 
thousand men of the Pioneer Corps arriv 
in several districts of the East End to 
clear the débris and to pull down buildings 
made unsafe by bombs or fire. Accompany- 
ing the pioneers were batches of men from 
the new Civilian Labour Corps, which has 
just been formed by Sir Warren Fisher to 
deal with the restoration of damaged roads 
and public services. The men, cheered by 
crowds as they entered the wrecked areas, 
started work like experts. The London 
County Council has arranged a compre 
hensive scheme for the County of Lon on, 
East Ham and West Ham for a general 
clearance; but this body will carry out 
work through contractors, and men of the 
Civilian Labour Corps will be employed 
on the work. To-day the soldiers were not 
working with the civilians, but were con- 
centrating mainly in the areas needing 
clearance most urgently. 


Heavier Air Raids 


The air raids over Britain last night 
were heavicr than of late, and it was 
feared to-day that there has been many 
more people killed and injured than has 
been the case lately. Bombs were scattered 
in thirty-six London districts, while one 
aeroplane machine-gunned some London 
streets. Many of the casualties were at 4 
block of flats which were hit. In one 
residential part of London fifty incendiary 
bombs were dropped, but these were quickly 
extinguished by the Air Wardens, assisted 
by a number of housewives. A _ trolley 
omnibus was wrecked by a bomb while 
standing in a street, the bomb also de 
molishing a house near by. In one London 
district observers saw a new German secret 
weapon developed in the shape of a bomb 
basket, which scatters high explosive 
bombs in the same manner as the 
‘“ Molotov bread-basket ” scatters bombs 
of an incendiary character. This new 
horror used las$ night carried sixteen 
bombs, which burst in rapid succession.

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An Ingenious Compromise 


Discussing the burning question of 
parish councils with my friend Mr. Fergus 
Ryan—who is an enthusiastic supporter 
of Muintir na Tire and secretary of Clon- 
tarf Parish Council—I heard what struck 
me as a really ingenious and practical 
compromise between prudence and philan- 
thropy. 

One thorny problem for all parish com- 
mittees is how best to insure that 
families without financial reserves will be 
supplied with food and other necessities 
in days of possible emergency. Can it be 
done without -omplete reliance on public 
funds? 

Mr. Ryan thinks so—and here is his 
plan. Three parties are necessary to 
carry it out—the parish council, the 
family that fears hungry days, and the 
local grocer of that family and choice. 

The machinery consists of two books of 
tickets, one red and the other blue, bear- 
ing the same consecutive numbers. 

For every shilling subscribed by the 
needy family they. receive a red ticket 
from the parish council, who hold the 
corresponding blue. voucher to credit of 
the family’s nominated grocer. 

Then, if and when the day of emergency 
arrives, the family get two shillings’ 


worth of provisions for every shilling paid . 


of the parish council trustees. 


Co-operative Philanthropy 


The plan, of course, means that the 
Parish Council must be prepared, if re- 
quired, to disburse two shillings for each 
shilling paid in by beneficiaries of the 
scheme. 

Whether the difference is to be paid 
from voluntary or from public funds is, of 
course, a very important question ; but in 
either event the essential principles of 
self-help and co-operation would hold 
good. 

But what is to happen if davs of fool 
shortage do not come? What becomes of 
the family’s shillings? Here is the 
answer. 

They are to be lodged by the trustees to 
the family’s credit in the Post Office 
Savings Bank, to be drawn out or remain 
to accumulate interest as the family may 
prefer. 

I said that the plan was ingenious. Now 
I stress its merit of simplicity. Not alone 
for parish councils’ emergency precautions, 
but for many other combinations of 
prudence with philanthropic effort, it 
seems to be eminently worthy of trial. 


The Old Dublin Society 


At the present time Dublin appears to 
be having a glut of exhibitions, and most 
of them free.

NAVAL DOCKYARDS 
BOMBED

ee soa! bad weather, with 
widespread cloud and sub-zero 
temperatures, severely hampered 
Sunday night’s operations by aircraft 
of the Bomber Command, the British 
Air Ministry News Service stated last 
night. 

Flying blind through clouds which 
blanketed’ the whole of the route from 
England to Germany, many raiders 
won through to their target areas, 
only to find cloud down almost to 
ground level, completely obseuring 
their objectives. 


SHIPYARDS ATTACKED 


The naval dockyards at Kiel were attacked 
by one force, which reached the Canal zone 
about 10 p.m. after a four-hundred-mile flight, 
made hazardous by violent electrical storms 
and an ice-forming belt, 8,000 feet deep, which 
extended over the greater part of the route. 

For nearly three-quarters of an hour the 
aircraft cruised above the cloud-obscured 
target area. awaiting their opportunity to 
bomb. Through occasional breaks in the 
cloud sticks of high explosives were unloosed 
on the docks. Thick cloud and a snowstorm, 
which at times reduced visibility to nil, also 
handicapped an attack on the naval dockyards 
at Wilhelmshaven. 

Two of the main shipping basins were, how- 
ever located through momentary cloud 
breaks and heavily bombed under severe 
anti-aircraft fire. -An attack was also made 
on the Blohm and Voss shipbuilding yards at 
Hamburg shortly after midnight, but here 
again low cloud hampered the raiders. 


IN THE RUHR 


Weather conditions in the Ruhr were little 
better, but another bomber force detailed to 
attack ae large coal-tar plant at Duisburg— 
where nearly half the coal-car of Germany is 
distilled—finally succeeded in locating their 
objective. after a chance glimpse of the 
factory’s tall chimneys through a gap in the 
cloud. Sticks of high explosive bombs were 
dropped to straddle the target, and a large 
fire broke out. 

Other targets in the Ruhr bombed included 
the Krupp works at Essen, the motor road 
viaduct near Schwerte and a railway junction, 
where warehouses were set alight. 

Other raiding forces, prevented by the 
weather from finding their primary objectives, 
bombed aerodromes at Wesel, Woensdrecht 
and Texel; gun positions on the islands of 
Borkum and Terschellin, and the seaplane 
base at Norderney.

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LONDON’S HEAVIEST 


NIGHT ATTACK

Continuous Rain of Bombs 
on the City 


—-- €-—— 


I ONDON last night experienced one of the severest air attacks 
yet made on the city. After a day during which comparatively 

small damage was caused by German aircraft, bombers appeared 

soon after nightfall and flew over the city from various directions. 


Arriving in waves at short intervals, and favoured by strong 
moonlight, they dropped incendiary and high explosive bombs in 
nine areas of the city within a short period of the opening of the 


attack. 


Many fires were started, but they were quickly dealt with by 
A.R.P. squads before they had done much damage. 


Raiders also appeared during the night over many parts of the 
provinces, including Liverpool and north-western and south-western 


towns. 


ATTACKS AS SEEN FROM 
ROOF-TOP 


—— 


High in a clear sky, German heavy bombers 
to-night sailed over London, shimmering in 
the light of a strong moon, says a Press 
Association reporter stationed on a roof-top 
last night. 


The barrage stuttered and rumbled on the 


outskirts, then’ rolled in to burst with a 
splitting crash as a group of Jarge machines 
headed determinedly inwards. ‘The roar of 
traffic in the streets mingled with their 
ponderous drone. Then came the long-drawn- 
out whistling and thud of a bomb, fotlowed 
by another. 

There was a momentary pause in the rush 
of traffic. A few minutes later it had resumed 
full fleod. as the flicker of newly-fallen in- 
zendiary bombs was reflected in office and 
shop windows. 


VERY HEAVY BOMBING 


The attack seemed heavy from the outset, 
and ‘planes came over frequently—always in 
groups. Flares were dropped by some of 
the ‘planes to guide those following them. 
The first hour of the raid was one of the 
most consistently heavy I have watched. Fire 
bombs were showered on some parts of 
London; a number of flares were dropped 
and subjected to heavy gunfire. 

At times the whuistie of bombs—some ap- 
parently of an explosive-incendiary type— 
punctuated the bar:age every few minutes, 
while the sky was filled with shell bursts 
and the drone of German ’planes attacking 
from all directions. 


INTENSE BARRAGE 


Later four flares were drojped, and I 
watched a hail cf tracer bullets streaking up 
in an almost continuous red jine as machine- 
guns and light guns blazed away. Heavier 
guns opened fire on approaching "planes. ‘The 
barrage grew in intensity as it became obvious 
the raiders were releasing heavy bombs with 
utter recklessness, and some searchlights 
came into operation. 


MANY ’PLANES 
OVERHEAD 


CONSTANT FALL OF 
BOMBS 


— 


Shortly after the alert—the third of the day 
—a raider was heard flying fairly low over 
London. It met with heavy gunfire. In the 
early stages of the raid the gunfire was 
intense, and a great number of bombs—high 
explosive and delayed action—were dropped 
in the London area. 

From the drone of aero engines it seemed 
that a considerable number of ’planes were 
overhead. During a brief lull in the gunfire 
observers heard what sounded like the rattle 
of machine-gun fire. 

Flares were dropped in. London suburbs, 
but machine guns shot a number of them 
down. . While the flares were slowly descend: 
ing German ’planes, which seemed more 
numerous than usual, flew over very fast and 
very high Searchlights and anti-aircraft fire 
heavily engaged them. A Molotoff bread- 
basket which showered incendiary bombs in 
the Londor area sent many people scurrying 
for shelter about an hour after the alert had 
been sounded. 


THE INCENDIARIES 


“The incendiary bombs appeared tv ex- 
plode just before reaching the ground,” said 
a reporter who was a short distance away. 
“ A.R.P. parties rushed to put them out. 

“Three high explosive bombs had earlier 
fallen in quick succession not far away, and 
shortly afterwards there was a further crash 
as another high explosive bomb dropped in 
the same district.” 

Within an hour of the night alert there was 
an almost continuous drone of aircraft over 
London, and incendiary and high explosive 
bombs were dropped every few minutes. 
Observers were of the opinion that the early 
night bombardment was the most severe since 
the “ blitz’ started. 

In face of the exceptionally hot barrage, 
the raiders released their bombs as soon as 
ossible to get out of the ring of \wdnfire. 

ire bombs dropped in various parts of the 
capital caused some outbreaks, but these were 
put out before they could do much damage. 


NINE DISTRICTS AFFECTED 


Nine London districts had been affected by 
the activities of enemy raiders before the 
warning had. been very long in progress.

CHURCH AND CONVENT 
DAMAGED 


Casualties are believed to have been caused 
in a convent when bombs fell in the grounds 
of a Roman Catholic church in « London 
area. Some damage was done to the church, 
the convent, and offices. In an adjoining 
district a man was ikiiled and six persons 
were injured when a-bomb fell in a resi- 
dential area. 

A fire started by incendiary bembs, which 
was Jater put out, severely damaged the roof 
and top floor of a restaurant. 

A cinema was also damaged by fire, which 
was iater put out. For over an hour firemen 
were fighting flames at this building. One 
incendiary bomb fell in the street outside 
another restaurant, but was put out within 
a few minutes without doing any damage. 

Nine high explosive bombs were dropped 
in fields near a village in the Home Counties, 
There were no casualties, One high explo- 
sive bomb fell on a road. 


LONDON SQUARE BOMBED 


Several bombs fell in a London square. 
A high explosive bomb is believed to have 
severely damaged a house formerly occupied 


by a peer and now converted into a block of 
offices. 

Lhe rectory of a church was damaged by 
a fire that was later put out. Other in- 
cendiary bombs fell at places nearby. 

Early this morning it was feared that three 
or four people were buried beneath the rectory 
damaged by fire.

FOUR DEAD IN WRECKED 
HOUSES 


Raiders were also reported last night over — 


Liverpool, another north-west town, a south- 
westerm area, East Anglia, the Midlands. and 
a South Wales coastal town. 

High explosive, oil, and incendiary bombs 
were dropped indiscriminately in a residential 
quarter of a south-east coast town. Fires 
were started by oil bombs in one street, but 
the residents soon put them out with sand. 

Four houses were demolished by high 
explosive bombs. A number of persons were 
seriously injured, and it was feared that 
there were at least four bodies in the 
wreckage. 

Considerable damage was done to houses 
and shops.

Another high explosive bomb struck a 
departmental store, the basement of which 
was being used as a public air raid shelter. 
The occupants were evacuated, but early 
reports say nothmg of casualties among them. 
Some houses were demolished, and people are 
believed to be trapped under the debris. ' 

Office buildings and business premises were 
slightly damaged. Total casualties so far 
reported number four dead and thirteen 
injured.

DROGHEDA, Monday. 

HE licensee in this case and his 
manager, Mr. Carey, are not entirely 
to blame, for to some extent they

Superintendent M. J. Higgins prosecuted, 
and Mr. G. L. McGowan, solicitor, appeared 
for the publican. Mr. C. McGonigle, solici- 
tor, appeared for the men found on the 
premises. 

Sergeant Cooney, Swords, swore that at 
12.45 a.m. on July 8th he went to the pre- 
mises of Frangs Boylan and was admitted 
hy the doorman, Christopher Hughes. When 
he went in he met Mrs. Carey, wife of the 
manager of the premises. He asked her if 
there was anyone on the premises who should 
not be there, and she said there was no one 
only Mr. Fogarty and his friends in a room. 
Witness then saw a door being closed and 
the lights. being put off. He went to it and 
asked to be admitted. In the space of & 
few moments he was admitted and found 
eight persons, some standing and some 
sitting. There were drinks around. He 
asked them to account for their presence and 
they gave no reply The :nanager of the 
premises, Mr. Carey, said that he didn’t 
know anything about them being there. Mrs. 
Carey also denied having supplied them with 
drink. When asked, the doorman said they 
represented themselves as travellers and said 
they were entitled to get in. 

Mr. McGowan said that the proprietor 
lived in Dublin and was not on the premises 
at the time. He left the control of the 
premises to his manager, Mr. Carey, who 
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“yesided on the premises with his wife. 


Mathew Carey, manager of the premises, 
swore he was managing the premises for 
three years. He had ten years’ experience 
of the business, and Mr. Boylan left it to 
him to carry on. 

Mr. McGowan said that the doorman was 
not available to give evidence. 

Superintendent Hi gins said that there were 
two previous convictions against the publican. 
On July 3ist, 1939, he was fined £1 without 
endorsement, and on January 6th he was fined 
£10 without endorsement. ;

T the meeting of the Dublin arrested 

last night, the Unemployment Relief 
Bill miner | in ced by Mr. 
Ruttledge, Minister for Local Government, in 
the Dail was discussed. 

Councillor J. J. Byrne pro -—"* That 
this Council views with alarm the dictatorial 
powers conferred on the Minister by the Un- 
employment Relief Bill, which enable him to 
dissolve without public inquiry this Council, 
and im upon rates any moneys he 
thinks fit without leave of the Council.’ 

Mr. Byrne said that if the bill passed 
through the Dail unamended it would take 
away the last power left to local bodies—the 
control of the finances, Under the bill the 
Minister was empowered to compel the execu- 
tion of work by, local bodies not only in their 
own areas, but in areas over which they had 
no control. The Minister could dissolve the 
local body by order if they refused to carry 
out his order. It would be more honourable 
for the Government to dissolve all:local bodies 
in the country and put an end to pretence. 

Mr. Qolman seconded. 


HOUSING NEEDS 


Alderman T. Kelly, who was in the chair, 
referred to speeches made in the Dail on the 
bill. Mr. Norton. he said, had stated that 
there were about 90,000 living in intolerable 
‘conditions in this city, and that men, women 
and children were “' rotting in pestilential and 
festering dens.’’ Alderman Kelly said 
that this statement was not true. There 
were not 90,000 people living in ‘‘ festerin 
dens”” A housmg survey made in 193 
showed that there were 33,411 families visited 
in the city, comprising 130,769 persons, There 
were 5.600 families living in the worst tene- 
ments, eo we 25,000 persons. There were 
about 5, families living in ‘‘old city 
mansions ’’ which were in fairly good repair. A 
similar number of families lived in similar 
houses not in such good repair. 

Smce the survey 3,000 houses were built 
in the city to house the people who were 
living in the worst slums. The Corporation 


had this year spent £1,000,000 on contracts 
for 1,600 houses, and the foundations of 4,000 
more were being laid. Alderman Kelly 
challenged Deputy Norton to substantiate his 
statements in the Dail. 

Alderman P. 8S. Doyle, T.D., proposed an 
amendment that a special committee of five 
members to consider what amendments might 
be necessary to the Bill to safeguard the 
interests of the ratepayers, and that the 
Minister be requested to extend the com. 
mittee stage of the Bill pending the delibera- 
tions of the special committee. 


“NOT A CATASTROPHE ” 


Alderman Cormac Breathnach, T.D., sup- 
porting the amendment, said that the work 
oí the Dublin Corporation could be don: in 
two meetmgs in the year. The suppression 
of the Council would not be such a terrible 


catastrophe. 
Mr. án Milroy, supporting Alderman 
Doyle’s amendment, suggested that the 


Corporation engineers survey the centre of 
the city with a view to the building of sub- 
ways, which would relieve traffic congestion 
and provide air raid shelters. Such subways, 
he said, would add to the amenities of the city 
in a better way than the present shelters. 
Alderman A. Byrne, T.D., said that the 
bill would do good work in relieving un- 
employment among road-workers and such 
men, but it did nothing for other classes of 
workers. The good work would be at the 
expense of the ratepayers. 
he Government ought to release some of 
the money for the building of hospitals. That 
would give employment to  carpentvrs, 
engineers, painters, etc. The money could be 
spent in building sanatoriums. A scheme for 
erecting two hospitals in Dublin would give 
more employment than was envisaged in the 
bill. r. Norton, said Alderman Byrne, 
said some things that were true. The rents 
of the Corporation’s houses were high, and 
they had sent people out four miles to them. 


BANKING SYSTEM 


Mr. P. Belton, supporting the original 
motion, said that the bill would only make 
more unemployment. The only way to solve 
unemployment was to nationalise the banking 
system of the country, and take the centre 
of our finance from Threadneedle street to 
College Green, The manipulation of money 
in Threadneedle street dictated the numbers 
of people employed in this country. 

Mr. E. Cooney, T.D., said that there had 
been no attack by the political parties on the 
principal of the bill. It was only a simplifica- 
tion of existing machinery, The present 
situation demanded that a comprehensive view 
should be taken. 

Mr. J. Larkin said that both motion and 
amendment should be withdrawn, and five 
deputy members should get together and 
draft amendments which might seem 
Lorna, | in the interests of the Corporation. 

Mr. J. J. Byrne, replying, said that he 
would accept the amendment.

SIAM’S DEMANDS 
ON FRANCE

FOURTEEN Japanese aircraft were 

destroyed on the ground when 
Chinese ile guns yesterday 
shelled a Japanese airfield at Ichang, 
on the Yangtse River above Hankow, 
according to Chinese field despatches 


m the front. 


“After secretly moving to new positions 
near the Ichang airfield,’ it is stated, 
‘Chinese artillery took the Japanese by 
surprise by suddenly opening fire on the air- 
field early yesterday morning. Of 29 Japanese 
aircraft on the ground, only 15 succeeded in 
taking off. The remaining 14 were totally 
destroyed by the Chinese fire.’’ 

Meanwhile Chinese forces below Kiukiang, 
which some days ago recaptured Matang, 
about half-way between Shanghai and 
Hankow, are at present prong Ae hills around 
Matang to consolidate the Chinese hold on 
that key point, from which they are believed 
to be in a position to cut the Japanese com- 
munications along the river. 


JAPANESE REPULSED 


The Japanese drive in Western gore. 
is said to have been repulsed. It is state 
that 6,000 Japanese troops, under the protec- 
tion of 36 aircraft, launched their drive on 
October 8 towgrds Lingan, which fell into 
their hands the following day. But the 
Chinese immediately counter-attacked, and 
recaptured the city on the morning of October 
10. 


2,000 CHINESE KILLED 
From REUTER'S CORRESPONDENT. 
TOKYO, Monday. 


Over 2,000 Chinese are stated to have been 
killed in a large scale Japanese offensive 
around Anwhei, on the border of Chekiang 
Province, according to a message to the 
Japanese Domei Agency. Twenty Chinese 
divisions are said to have been engaged. The 
offensive, says the message, continued with 
unabated intensity throughout yesterday, 
Chinese strongholds falling one after another 
following the seizure of the major pivotal 
point at Suan-cheng, formerly Ningkuo, south- 
east of Wuhu, on Saturday. Two thousand 
Chinese troops, it is claimed, were routed here 
after seven hours’ furious fighting, and 
retreated in disorder. 


SIAM’S CLAIMS

A flat refusal to consider any territorial 
claims put forward by Thailand (Siam) is 
contained in an official statement published 
by the FrenchGovernment to-night At the same 
time an assurance is given that France is 
ready to ratify immediately the non- aggres- 
sion pact of June 12. . 

“The French Government has already 
stated that it had agreed, even before ratifi- 
cation; to a meeting of a mixed commission 
entrusted with the repartition of the islands 
of the Mekong, it being understood that no 
territorial questions were to be included in 
the commission’s terms of reference,” the 
statement ran. A second mixed commission 
will inquire into frontier incidents that have 
occurred in recent weeks.

Yet there is a remoteness 
from reality in the scene until we learn that 
Gideon Trail had been married before and set 
free by his first wife, whom presently we see. 
She is an insignificant little woman by the 
side of the splendid Lady Olga, but imme- 
diately we come into more sympathy with 
her and want to know something of the 
poet’s earlier life. This is where the drama- 
tist has to be dangerously original. If the 
‘‘outs back ” are to be satisfying there must 
be a wholly new way of doing them. But 
this we are given. A scientist comes upon 
the scene with an astounding sovention. His 
theory is that. after the heart has ceased to 
beat, the brain retains for a period the 
thoughts and memories which filled it in the 
last conscious moments of the dead. He has 
with him the mechanical means of recording 
and reproducing them. What were the last 
thoughts and memories of Gideon Trail? 

We are just at the moment when we want 
to know which of those two women the poet’ 
really loved—the insignificant Milly or the 
splendid Lady Olga. lt is Lady Olga who 
sits down before the machine to learn. We 
see and hear what she is seeing and hearing, 
the childhood of Gideon, his mother, and 
then so much of Milly. These passages are 
all filled with the beautiful humanity of the 
humble girl whom he fell in love with in an 
A.B.C. tea-shop. There can be no doubt of 
it from what we see. The romantic triumph 
is for Milly. | 

A last act, less well produced and not so 
splendidly pla ed, might have taken from 
the general effect of this most original and 
fine play. But as it was we knew to the 
very end the satisfaction of something com- 
pletely well done.

Captain J. J. Blake, in his radio address 
from the Dublin station last night, com- 

lained that many people who could afford it 
gn not yet taken steps to provide them- 
selves with shelters. He repeated his warn- 
ing that they should attend to this matter at 
once. 

To those who have provided themselves 
with shelters he offered advice as to what 
they should put in them in order that their 
sojourn there might be at least bearable, 1! 
not very comfortable. He suggested that 
they should have in the shelter one or more 
mattresses, with warm blankets, a thermos 
flask of hot coffee or tea, an gcáis ge stock 
of food and water, and an electric light taken 
from the house supply, or olectric torches. 
In order not to waste time, the articles 
likely to be required should be placed con- 
veniently, or, better still, have a small 
attaché case suitably packed. 

Getting to the shelter would probably have 
to be done in complete ‘‘ black out.” A few 
rehearsals would do much to cut down the 
length of time required and reduce the 
number of articles forgotten. During a raid 
one should not leave the shelter to see what 
is going on. | 

ese hints, said Captain Blake, apply also 
to those who have to use public shelters. 
Except in some of these, it will not be pos- 
sible to get room or comfort enough to sleep. 
Seating, lighting and other amenities are 
provided, but, again, he pointed out that 
public shelters were primarily for those who 
could not provide for themselves, and 
Wardens had been instructed to reserve 
public shelters for those for whom they are 
designed. 

In conclusion, he remarked that over a 
dozen shelters he had inspected recently were 
inadequately protected at the entrance end, 
as the screen wall of earth or sandbags was 
not sufficiently high, or of the required thick- 
ness. These matters could be easily recti- 
fied, and would make all the difference be- 
tween an effective and an ineffective shelter.

BIG INCREASE IN 


” MEMBERSHIP

MEETING oí the Central Council of 
A the Irish Red Cross Society was 

recently held at the Society’s head- 
quarters at Merrion square. 

The Chairman, Mr. Justice Conor A. 
Maguire, in his report, dealt very fully 
with the activities of the Society during 
the past few months. His comparison 
of membership figures showed that while, 
up to March last, the Society had 
only enrolled 3,000 members, by July there 
were 7,000 members, and to-day there were 
approximately 22,000—a remarkable figure. 
This sudden rise has taxed the capacity of the 
staff to its utmost, and the Chairman asked 
those who were experiencing some delay in 
receiving their receipts and membership cards 
to bear such delay with equanimity in view of 
the cause from which it arises. 

The Chairman spoke of the task undertaken 
by the Society in the provision of a full-time 
ambulance service for use not only in periods 
of emergency, but also in normal times. Nine- 
teen ambulances, he said, had been generously 
donated to the Society, six of these by the 
Society’s President, Dr. Douglas Hyde; but 
the ‘need was not yet fully met, and it was 
hoped that additional donations might still 
be forthcoming. From the President’s gift it 
had been decided immediately to assign one 
ambulance each to Cork, Galway, Waterford 
and Limerick. 


CARE OF REFUGEES 


In recent weeks the Society had been called 
on to deal with a number of refugees reach- 
ing this country from Great Britain. On 
Dublin, Rosslare, Waterford and Cork the 
brunt of the work has fallen, and in these and 
other places the Society’s members had risen 
ws á to the occasion, The Society is also 
indebted to all those who have lent it valuable 
assistance by providing motor-cars for trans- 
port, and who have offered accommodation for 
the refugees. At the moment the main work 
the Society has to undertake is to help the 
refugees while they make arrangements to go 
to friends, but a growing problem is being 
presented by the arrival of persons m a state 
of great poverty and destitution who have no- 
where to go, to provide for such people in a 
permane.it manner is, unfortunately, quite 
beyond the resources of the Society. 

Reference was made by the Chairman to 
the admirable work done by the Society’s 
Emergency Hospitals’ Supplies Dépét at 
Cavendish row. Detailed figures of the out- 
put from the dépót show that over 43,000 
dressings and 33,000 bandages have passed 
through its hands; in addition, it has handled 
a large quantity of other supplies broadly 
termed hospital requirements, and aiso big 
stocks of clothing for shipwrecked men, 
women and children.

A request from the Army for a consider-

The Chairman commented on the fact that 
complaints were sometimes heard because the 
country work dépóts have instructions to 
return all finished articles to the Central 
Depot at Cavendish row. He stressed the 
importance of this centralisation in order to 
enable an equitable distribution, calculated 
on the basis of population and risk, to be 
made throughout the country, and also of the 
fact that it ensures a certain standard in 
regard to the work being maintained. 


INCREASED DEMANDS 


As the branches of the Society multiply 
and develop demands for supplies are 
increasing daily, The Society is also asked 
to help other bodies—in particular, the 
L.S.F. An effort is being made to meet 
these demands, but the Society’s first duty 
lies in the equipment of its own first-aid 
posts, a task of considerable magnitude. The 
supplies in these posts will be at the service 
of all should the need arise. 

With the assistance of the officers and staff 
of the Dublin Branch and their expert 
advisers, suitable uniforms for both men and 
women members have been selected. There 
are still a few details to be arranged, but 
these are in hand, and the Society intends 
very shortly to issue exact specifications, when 
it is hoped that units throughout the country 
will rapidly be put into uniform, . 

The Chairman reported that the Society’s 
first-aid manual had been very well received. 
A home nursing manual is also in the course 
of compilation, and it is hoped that this will 
be ready for issue at a not too distant date.

FIVE YEARS’ SENTENCE 
ON DUBLIN MAN

Peter Martin, North Summer street, Dubhn, 
was sentenced to five years’ penal servitude 
by the Special Criminal Court, sitting at 
Collins Barracks, Dublin, for being in posses- 
sion of one .45 long Webley revolver, 21 
rounds of .45 ammunition, one parabellum 
pistol, with 7 rounds in clip and 2 loose 
rounds, and one small .32 revolver, with 
intent to enable some other person or persons 
to endanger life or cause serious injury to 


property. 

He was also sentenced to eighteen months’ 
imprisonment for having the firearms and 
ammunition without a firearms licence. 

The sentences are to run concurrently. 

A detective sergeant said that, with other 
officers, he went to Martin’s residence about 
11.15 on the night of 25th September, Shortly 
afterwards Martin came in, and, on being 
requested to de so, brought the officers to his 
bedroom. Under the pillow of his bed were 
found 21 rounds of .45 ammunition. The 
detectives found in a wardrobe a parcel con- 
taining a mould box, pattern plate and core 
box, a parabellum pistol and nine rounds of 
ammunition and the parts of a .32 revolver. 
Later he (witness) saw Martin’s mother, and 
she handed over a .45 calibre revolver. 

Martin accepted responsibility for every- 
thing found in the room. 

A detective demonstrated to the Court how 
the mould box, pattern plate and core box 
could be used to make hand grenades. The 
particular mould in this case could make 
eight grenades at a time, and with it 200 
grenades could easily be made in a day. 

A Garda officer said that Martin was not 
registered in the Firearms Register for his 
district.

“THE IRISH CESAREWITCH 


HE decision of the Stewards of the Turf 
Club to extend the flat racing season 
to December 7th has, so far, not had 

the effect of inducing any race executives to 
procure extra meetings during the extension 
period. On November 13th, however, there 
will be a new fixture at Naas, and another 
at Powerstown Park on November 26th. 
It is easy to understand why there ts not a 
rush for new meetings, as winter racing 1s a 
very speculative venture. Bad weather, for 
instance, means small attendances, and the 
outlay of considerable sums of money in 
getting the courses back into racing condition 
after horses have been cutting up the turf on 
soft going. 

The programme as it stands provides for

TO-MORROW’S MEETING IN 
DUBLIN 


At the half-yearly general meeting of the 
Federation of Builders, Contractors and 
Allied Emplovers of Ireland, which will take 
place at the Shelbourne Hotel, Dublin, to- 
morrow, several matters of considerable 
interest and importance to the community 
generally and to the industry itself will 
receive attention. 

The negotiations between the Royal Insti- 
tute of the Architects of Ireland and the 
Federation concerning the adoption of a new 
form of building contract will come under 
review, while correspondence from the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce dealing 
with the adjustment of wages during the 
present emergency will receive attention. The 
meeting is also asked to consider a notice of 
motion concerning the serious position, aris- 
ing from present world conditions, with which 
the industry is faced by the considerable 
reduction in the demand for its products, 
with the consequent grave unemployment 
problem. 

The question of the employment of direct 
labour on public works will be discussed. A 
notice of motion has also been tabled calling 
upon the appropriate authorities to retain the 
services of architects and quantity surveyors 
for the preparation of plans and similar docu- 
ments for public contracts, such as housing 
schemes, etc. 

Among the remaining items with which the 
meeting will deal is the question of the undue 
length of time over which retention money 
is withheld from contractors.

Ten Years Ago 


HE other day I came across a report of 
the first meeting of the I.M.R.C., which 
| “was held on 3lst July, 1930. The first 
committee was elected on 12th August of that 
year. P. 8. Brady was the president and 
the committee consisted of the late E. F. 
Hewison, the late J. J. Byrne, Stanley Woods, 
J. G. Burney, C. H. W. Manders, F. G. 
Holmes, Dene Allen, T. K. Sheridan, E. M. 
Mitchell and myself. 
_ The attendance at the inaugural meetin 
included G. V. B. Cooke, T. G. Byrne, R. W. 
Kennan, Dudley Walsh and R. T. Lidwell. 
None of those I have mentioned is on the 
committee to-day; few of them, indeed, have 
retained their association with racing. 

It is interesting to recall that the first 

vice-presidents were the late Mr. Dan 
Doolin, then President of the Southern 
Centre, M.C.U.T.; Mr. R. H. Wright, Chair- 
man of the Ulster Centre; Mr. J. P. Burney, 
who won the first motor cycle race ever held 
in Ireland (it was described as a trial, but 
the competition consisted of riding from Bel- 
fast to Londonderry and back as fast as 
possible) ; and the late Mr. C. B. Franklyn, 
an Irishman, who won fame in the pre-Great 
War Tourist Trophy Races in the Isle of 
Man, subsequently becoming an important 
official of the Indian Motor Cycle Company 
in the United States. 
Two other pre-War T.T. riders reside in 
Dublin to-day. One is Mr. T. Greene, who 
is in the motor trade, and the other is Mr. 
J. A. Carville, of the Erne Motor and 
Cycle Company. Mr, Carville, then a 
student at Dublin University, was the first 
amateur to finish in one of the 1913 races. 
Mr. Greene also rode in pre-Great War Con- 
tinental events.
